This Reply is in response to the October 27, 2006 Office Action issued in the 
above-identified application. In that Office Action, a one-month shortened statutory 
period was set for response. Applicants hereby petition for the necessary two-month 
extension of time under 37 C.F.R, § L136 to respond to that action and note that the fee 
required under 37 C.F.R. § LI 7(a)(1) in connection with this Reply will be paid during 
electronic filing via the Revenue Accounting and Management System.

2-4, 9-15 and 17-21 are in a product and a process for making or using the product 
relationship. Accordingly, applicants respectfully submit that the USPTO's Rejoinder

withdrawn during prosecution, and amend them accordingly, in order to maintain the 
right to rejoinder upon allowance of product claims. Applicants make the above- 
identified election expressly without waiver of their right to file for and obtain claims 
directed to the non-elected subject matter in divisional or continuing applications 
claiming priority and benefit herefrom, or from a related application, under 35 UJ3.C. § 
120.
